Tile 
fight against prohibition will go on. 
The wet interests tire attacking the 
legality of the constitutional amend­ 
ment iii the courts and within the next 
few months they will get a decision 
from tile Supreme court. It would he 
unwise, as well as foolish, to attempt 
to predict what the Supreme court will 
say with respect to tile constitutional 
amendment, 
hut since It upheld the 
legality.of wartime prohibition the sup­ 
porters of the constitutional amend­ 
ment have no doubt, so they say, that 
the court will hold that the amend­ 
ment was properly adopted. 
•- 
Thirty-eight 
states 
ratified 
the 
amendment on or before January Id. 
I!»10. Thirty-seven only are recorded 
as ratifying lief ore that date In the 
otllce of the secretary of state, as A r­ 
kansas has never sent in notice of 
ratification. Counting tile states that 
have ratified 
the 
amendment sine# 
January 1<5. 1019, 
forty-four states 
have gone on record as favoring the 
amendment. 
The contention of the 
forces that are attacking the amend­ 
ment in tile courts is that In some of 
the states, under state enactments, the 
question of ratification should have 
gone to the |>eople before being sub­ 
mitted to the legislature. 


May Be Made Political Issue. 


The forces that would break down 
prohibition will attempt to make the 
constitutional amendment an inane In 
the political campaigns in a good many 
of th© states next year. It la generally 
understood that that will he what may 
he called the last ditch fight of the 
wet Interests. In some quarters the 
hope Is entertained that lf the issue 
can la* raised, It will reveal a reaction 
against prohibition. The wets will even 
attempt to raise the Issue in some of 
(tie Staten that were dry through con­ 
stitutional amendment or by act of the 
legislature before national prohibition 
was adopted. Altogether there are 33 
states that had gone on record In fa­ 
vor of prohibition before the federal 
government spoke. 
The leaders of the two old political 
parties, so it is asserted, are opposed 
to having ti** national political conven­ 
tions of next year make any reference 
to prohibition, unless it be to indorse 
the federal amendment. In this con­ 
nection it I* (minted 
out 
that 
the 
amendment was not a partisan mutter 
at all in congress. Neither of tile (Mini­ 
mal parties has attempted to take to 
itself the credit for the amendment.

Tile decision of 
file Supreme court the oilier day. up­ 
holding the wartime prohibition legis­ 
lation, has done much to confirm the 
prevailing view that prohibition Is here 
to stay. Men who know the history of 
their country point with some pride 
to tin* fact that tit** people of tile Unit­ 
ed States have never taken a back­ 
ward step on any moral question. The 
so-called liquor question is generally 
regarded as a moral question aud for 
this reason, if for tm oilier, tunny pule 
lie men say, tin* jH ople may tie count­ 
ed on to hold all tile ground that bu* 
been gained.

In J a I ain than there are men, aeeord- 
to a statement recently made by Hit* 
W ar W ork Council of the Young Wo­ 
men's Christian Association. 
The world war has brought 850,000 
women and girls Into the dally grind 
of Industry according to this state­ 
ment ; 30,OOO of them little girls under 
fifteen years of age who work twelve 
hours at a wage of ten to twenty cent* 
a day, that the world may have silk 
dresses and munitions. 
In Tokyo alone, a city of two and 
one-half million people, there are 100,- 
000 women employed iii six 'y-tvvo in­ 
dustries and businesses varying from 
work as telephone operators, clerk*, 
stenographers 
and 
bookkeeper* 
to i 
work in silk and other sorts of fue- | 
tories and domestic work. 
Each year thousands of these wo- ! 
men go back to their homes In the . 
country, broken In health end victims 
of tuberculosis because of the poor ! 
conditions under which they work and 
live. 
They are housed In dormitories ' 
in flu* factory compound.
